WASHINGTON (CP) — An 
estimated 48,000,000 Americans 
vote today in a lack-lustre con- 
gressional that finds 
the opposition Democrats an 
odds-on bet to come out on top. 

The ballots will a 
wishy-washy, month-long cam 
paign that failed to develop a 
single national issue and left 
the voters concentrating on 
local problems and local 
personalities. 

More than 76,000,000 are 
eligible to vote but only about 
48,000,000 at that, a good 
turnout for a non-presidential 
year—are expected to exercise 
their franchise. . 

Good weather was forecast 
for most areas, but a surprise 
snowstorm hit New 
England and upstate New York 
Monday 

The voting will determine 
which party Democratic or 
Republican—will control Cofi 
gress for the next two years.

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T its convention in Vancouver 

last week the B.C, Social Credit 
League allied itself with a campaign 
to have the provincial highway speed 
limit raised from 50 to 60 miles an 
hour. Victoria Junior Chamber of 
Commerce is pressing for the same 
thing, and various other organiza- 
tions have put themselves on record 
as favoring what they describe as 
a more realistic speed limit taking 
into account the capabilities of 
modern cars and the standards of 
the newer and better highways in 
this province. 

The movement towards an up- 
ward revision of the speed laws thus 
would appear to be gaining strength. 
But from the fact that a movement 
gains supporters it does not neces- 
sarily follow that what is proposed 
would be good for the province 
Those now being heard from are 
largely people irked by having to 
hold fast cars down to what they 
regard as a slow speed: but very 
little is heard from the other side. A 
proper poll of the population might 
produce results surprising .to those 
who are trying to persuade the gov- 
ernment that “the public’ wants a 
higher speed limit 

Attorney-Geheral Bonner,—the 
chief law enforcement officer, for 
bne is against it; and that opinion 
should carry a great deal of weight. 


It is backed by the views of senior 
officials. of the motor vehicles office 
who only last week, in disclosing 
the latest accident statistics, dubbed 
B.C.'s “slow down and live" campaign 
a failure, and blamed speeding for 
that. The people whose job it is to 
find the causes of the highway death 
and injury rates are virtually unani- 
mous in their conclusion that-to raise 
the limit would be a mistake. 

The chief argument employed by 
those advocating a change is that 
a great many motorists habitually 
drive at 60 miles-an-hour anyway. 
It is a new concept of law that be- 
cause some people transgress the law 
should be changed to accommodate 
them. Moreover it is a foregone con- 
clusion that motorists who drive at 
10 miles faster than the 50-mile limit 
would add-_another 10 miles an hour 
to a 60-mile limit. The net result 
would be to make the highways more 
dangerous than ever. 

A further important factor is 
that a speed limit has to be universal, 
and many motorists feel themselves 
entitled to travel at that-speed if 
they wish, whether or not they or 
their cars are capable of it with 
reasonable safety. Possibly 50 per 
cent of the cars in this province, and 
the same proportion of drivers, would 
be a positive menace on the ro 
speeds beyond 50 miles an hour. 


From One Man Who Knows 


ANADIAN soldiers get a pat on 
the back from. Field Marshal 
Montgomery in his Memoirs, which 
went on sale yesterday. As may be 
judged from the racy-manner of the 
extracts which have been printed 
recently this is one -war book likely 
to be in large demand. The flavor 
of the legendary Monty appears on 
every page, direct and to the point 
with a frankness not too usual among 
commanders who write about their 
campaigns. 

Speaking of the Canadian division 
which earned its initial spurs in the 
Sicily campaign he says the men 
were “magnificent.” Until that stage 
the Canadian troops of this forma- 
tion had not been in action before, 
but “they were very well trained and 
they learned the tricks of the battle- 
field which count for so much and 
save so many lives. When I drew 
them into the reserve to prepare for 
the invasion of the Italian mainland, 
they had become one of the Eighth 
Army’s veteran divisions." 

That was fine praise from a com- 


mander who, one judges, was not 
given to idle or facile comment. It 
is true that general officers do not 
speak ill of the men they command; 
if they do not come up to scratch 
the custom is simply not ito mention 
therm. When singled out for special 
commendation, and particularly by 
a commander of Montgomery’s high 
st@ndard, it means that they really 
did perform in first-rate style. 

It was always expected that the 
Canadian troops of the last war 
would enhance the reputation of 
their forebears of the previous war. 
This natién takes such military 
quality for granted. Other Canadian 
divisions were later to serve Mont- 
gomery with:equal distinction on the 
Northwest European front. Sicily 
was the first test under his eagle 
eye, however, and it is pleasing to 
have merit attested to by an auth- 
ority who cannot: be gainsaid. What- 
ever troubles Montgomery may have 
had on higher strategy levels he had 
none on the ground level; there, as he 
says, the troops were magnificent. 


United States Election 


OME 48,000,000 registered voters 
in the United States will decide 
today the balance of power they wish 
to obtain in the legislative wing of 
their government. The chief tussle 
is over party standing in Congress, 
where President Eisenhower and the 
Republicans have been hard put to 
it to maintain their program in the 
face of stiff and formidable Demo- 
cratic oppositions. The presidential 
post is not at stake in this election, 
but the result might well cast its 
shadow forward to the next presi- 
dential election. 

Pre-election assertions were rife 
yesterday from both, parties, but it 
is the voters who will decide the issue 
today. Under the American system 
of government, the administrative 
and legislative wings are separate, 
and the judiciary plays an important 
role affecting both. It has been 
President Eisenhower's fortune to 
buck a hostile Senate and House of 
Representatives since his election. 
Predictions that a swing towards 


the Democrats may increase these 
difficulties in both Houses were being 
freely made, and particularly so far 
as the lower House is concerned. At 
present there aré Democratic majori- 
ties in both Senate and lower House. 
The Republican campaign was aimed 
at reversing this position. 

As seen from Canada, both parties 
appear to follow much the same 
course in external policy, subject to 
their own root differences as sto 
domestic tariffs and internal affairs. 
A stronger Democratic Congress 
might now of itself make much dif- 
ference in external affairs. It would, 
however, render more difficult the 
task of the Republicans in securing 
legislative support for their program, 
and make the closing period of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s term more of a 
stalemate in legislative action than 
it has been up to the present. Con- 
versely, a Republican victory would 
ease that difficulty by bringing 
administrative and legislative wings 
into closer alignment.

Triumvirate Is Suggested

. de Gaulle wants to bring France 
G back into the West's inner circle with 
Britain and the United States. 

For more than a decade, as French 
governments came and went, de Gaulle 
sat in retreat in: his modest house of 
Colombey-Jes-Deux-Eglises and read of re- 
peated advice, sometimes rude, from 
France's Allies, 

The advice amounted to warnings that 
Franée rust achieve political- stability 
before it could consider Itself a major 
Western power. The J-S\even intimated 
it would pull its defence forces out of 
France if France didn't amarten up. 

Then came the Suez upset of 1356 in 
which Britain and France parted from 
the U.S. Britain and the U.S. later made 
up, but France remained, comparatively 
speaking, an outcast. 

It was in such an atmosphere that de 
Gaulle was recalled to power last sum- 
mer, a de Gaulle who had always be- 
lieved in national and international glory 
tor France. _

He proceeded to put France's house in 
order in series of swift, dazzling and ex- 
tremely clever moves. 

Now he wants France's house to be 
one of the three most prominent on the 
Western Street. 

This is his broad aim-and ha is not 
especially concerned with how he achieves 
it, as long as he does not alienate Britain 
and the U.S. 

This is-the background of de Gaulle’s 
suggestion to Britain and the U.S, that 
the three countries form a big-three direc- 
torate or triumvirate within the North 
Atlantic alliance, 

The small and middle powére In 
NATO, tneluding Canada, naturally have 
objected to this plan and de Gaulle may 
withdraw it and try another tack. Or Bri- 
tain and the U.S. might make a counter- 
proposal which would satisfy de Gaulle. 

Canada has always held that con- 
sultation among all NATO members 
should precede any action by one of them 
which would be likely to affect thé others.

Authors 
can do wonders with their creations. 
One such who comes to mind as akin 
to Guinness in his infinite variety 
is the Moxon Ivery of “Mr. Standfast” 
who is really the Graf yon Schwabing. 
He could dissolve his features, as 
it were, and reassemble them in other 
guise, together with the required 
bodily shifts, to suit any malign pur- 
pose and his were usually malign. 
But then we have only the author's 
word for hia virtuosity. 

Alec Guinness has to exhibit his 
magic in front of our eyes and with- 
out pretence except that he is in 
fact pretending while demonstrating 
his art. And it is art, of high degree. 
A pleasant circumstance of his 
chemeleon-like propensity however 
is that he says he doesn't know how 
he effects the changes. He just 
does’ them, This is comforting for 
those of us of lesser stature who 
do not always know how we do 
things. Actually few people can ever 
explain their capacities.

Great men of art particularly fall 
within this category Caruso when 
asked how he sang so gloriously said 
only that he opened his mouth wide 
and let go. Many a famous author 
must turn astonished in his grave 
as he notes how critics and analysts 
dissect his works and discover 
therein things he never dreamed of 
while penning them. Critics if they 
play fair nevertheless perform a use 
ful role and perhaps it is merely 
dispensation of talent that they 
should be able to explain the whys 
and wherefores of genius when the 
owner of it cannot. 

The genids, after all, need only be} 
not exactly himself perhaps if he is 
Alec Gpinness nd thereby a multiple 
person, on the screen at least. But 
he does not have to harass himself 
Wondering from whence comes his 
alchemy; he has only to step out and 
show it off. What a relief that must 
be.

So they have 
downgraded this section of the road 
to practically zero in the priorities

However, this priority downgrading 
could, be reversed quickly in the 
event of a major oll strike, for the 
obvious way to market Yukon oil is 
by pipeline to tidewater—and the 
shortest distance to tidewater is on 
to the Arctic coast.

High priority also has been allo- 
cated to the road around the western 
shore of Great Slave Lake to Yellow- 
knife. More than half this road has 
been bullt, and the project is sched- 
uled for completion in 1960. The gov- 
ernment’s intention is to carry this 
road ultimately to Great Bear Lake 
to encourage and facilitate mineral 
exploitation there. But It likely won't 
go to Port Radium, where the uran- 
jum deposits are petering out. 

High priority has been given to 
construction of three bridges at a 
million each on the existing White- 
horse-Dawson road, to replace ferries 
unserviceable three months out of 12.
